A House committee charged Monday that the utility failed to 
enforce long-term contracts, improperly renegotiated another 
contract and picked up coal mining costs it wasn't obligated to 
pay. 
The unnecessary expenses eventually were picked up by 
500,000 Penelec customers in Pennsylvania and Waverly, N.Y , 
the legislative panel charged. 
Penelec officials claimed they saved money for consumers 
through coal purchases below m arket rates. But they admitted 
that in one case they had allowed a coal company to breach a 
contract.

< astro s statements, c oupled 
with those ot Ford, appeared to 
end a series of efforts by both 
countries to seek common 
ground for renewed ties. 
Castro added 
that 
even 
though economic relations with 
the U. S. "would be useful for 
our country, 
those relations 
shall never be established if it is 
on the basis of the renunciation 
of one atom of our principles. 
"We have supported the pro­ 
gressive governm ents 
and 
revolutionary 
movements 
in 
Africa since the triumph of our 


own revolution. And we shall 
continue to do so," he said “We 
will 
never 
renounce 
our 
solidarity with Puerto Rico or 
Angola.” 
Later at a massive rally in 
the Cuban capital’s Plaza de la 
Revolut ion, Castro said, “What 
we want from Ford is not a 
cancellation (of possible nego­ 
tiations) but an apology for the 
humiliating, abhorrent and em ­ 
barrassing crimes that the gov­ 
ernment of the United States 
prepared against the leaders of 
the Cuban revolution “ 
He referred to reports of as­ 
sassination plots by the CIA. 
The ceremonies and speeches 
were broadcast over nation 
wide radio and television and

Communist congress is being 
attended by 3,000 delegates and 
86 foreign representatives 
The congress issued a state­ 
ment saying it “is not opposed" 
to Cuba solving its problem 
w ith the United States but not if 
it means giving up its support of 
Angolan leftists.

G.M. Boosts 
Area's Economy 
By $1.1 Billion 


CLEVELAND 
(AP)—Gen­ 
eral Motors Corp., one of the 
largest employers in northern 
Ohio, reports that in 1975 it 
contributed about $11 billion to 
the area’s economy in payrolls 
and purchases. 
The auto-maker has 14 pro­ 
duction facilities in 14 northern 
Ohio cities, including a complex 
in Lordstnwn and a Packard 
Electric Division in Warren, 
GM reported that the Lords- 
lown and Warren payrolls 
totalled about $305.6 million and 
local purchases were about $95 
million. This compares with 
1974 payrolls of $313 and pur­ 
chases of $115 million 
Average employment at the 
l.ordstown assembly plant, the 
Fisher body fabricating plant 
and the Warren plants totaled 
19.674. down from 23,534 last 
year. 
For all northern Ohio facil­ 
ities, the company said the av­ 
erage employment was 48,098, 
with payrolls of nearly $767 
million and purchases totaling 
more than $359 million. 
Company officials said re­ 
duced production schedules 
caused temporary and in ­ 
definite layoffs which account­ 
ed for reduction in the firm’s 
contribution to the area's econ­ 
omy. Through November, an 
estimated $27 7 millon was paid

writing lass that they hope to 
overcome with still more rate 
increases. 
A campaign to raise rates, 
perhaps through an escalator 
device geared to the inflation 
rates, has already 
begun. 
Regulatory officials in 30 states 
are the targets. 
The losses, the worst in the 
industry’s history, have led to 
the failure of 29 insurers this 
year and threaten the solvency 
of others, despite big rate in­ 
creases in 1975. 
Members of the industry talk 
about a crisis that could leave 
“ hundreds of thousands, possi­ 
bly 
millions ’ of Americans 
without automobile insurance, 
not to mention problems with 
off property-liability insurance 
The impact is even wider 
than 
that. 
Stock 
market 
analysts are concerned 
Said 
Blyth Eastman Dillon in an 
analysis: “ Any future market 
weakness can be expected to 
trigger panic portfolio sales 
from fire-casualty companies.” 
Some stock analysts add an­ 
other: Mismanagement. Theo­ 
dore Newton Jr of Blyth Post­ 
man Dillon comments that the 
great bull market that began in 
the 1950s and extended into this 
decade made management 
complacement. 
By his estimates, $9 5 billion 
was added to industrv 
sur­ 
pluses in the years 1958*1972. a 
period in which the insurers' 
underwriting business only 
broke even They came to rely 
too heavily on the market, 
which collapsed. 
The impact is causing prob­ 
lems even for those companies 
not immediately faced with the 
threat of insolvency. Insurers 
must maintain a surplus of as­ 
sets in order to assure their 
ability to pay claims. 
In 1972 the ratio of premiums 
to surplus was about 1.7 times, 
based on surpluses of $16 6 bil­ 
lion and premiums ol $27 6 bil 
lion Newton estimates surplus 
is now $7 8 billion and pre 
miums $31 billion, for a rato of 
4 . 
The factors that put (he in­ 
dustry in its present situation 
are an unusual coalition. 
Inflation hurt because rates 
must be set without knowing 
what prices will he in the fu 
ture Moreover, in most states 
regulators have felt a political 
need to keep down rates Con 
sumer groups added further 
pressure.

him from the campus for a month Even chased 
away 
though, even wronged and mistreated, 
Wallv would return and hang on as before 
o \ l X ONE time do I remember him alienated 
by the forces against him. during a Christmas, 
shortly before the school vacation Wally showed 
up with «i sprig of evergreen on his jacket, and 
with a large Christmas card in his hands 
Without being asked, he opened the card for 
every one he met. explaining that he'd received it 


in the mail, pointing out its quiet beauty and 
reverence of thought But as he often did'when 
sensing he could add input to the activity, he

proportions He pushed too hard, he became a 
pest. He thus had to be. deserved to be. 
reproached.

Birth of Agriculture 


Many of America’s founding 
lathers were farmers, 
most 
notably George Washington 
whose Mount Vernon estate 
covered thousands of acres 
However, much the new coun 
fry owed to its farmers, there 
«as 
no official 
government 
(arm agency until 1862 
A federal department of ag 
riculture was proposed, how 
ever, as far back as 1776. when 
two resolutions recommending 
aid to agriculture were adopted 
by the Second Continental Con­ 
gress. In his last annual mes­ 
sage to Congress some 20 years 
later 
George 
Washington 
advocated the establishment of 
a board of agriculture to collect 
and disseminate 
information 
and “ . . . by premiums and 
Mnall pecuniary aids to encour 
age and assist a spirit ol dis 
covery and improvement. 
Although the House produced 
a bill which would have imple­ 
mented Washington's proposal, 
the measure never came to a 
vote A similar proposal in 1817 
I met a similar fate 
IN S P IT E OK T H ESE 
offi­ 
cial rebuff1- »he young nation's 
leaders 
remained 
acutely 
aware of the importance of im- 
provm g agriculture 
When he 
was abroad, Benjamin Frank­ 
lin was an energetic collector of 
seeds and botanical specimens, 
and sometimes felt compelled 


to 
smuggle 
his 
biological 
bounty past the watchful eyes 
ot 
customs 
otticers. 
Merino 
sheep from Spain, which did 
much to improve the early 
American sheep industry, were 
sent to this country by an 
American diplomat in Madrid. 
During John Adams' ad­ 
ministration. this method of 
improving American agricul­ 
ture was officially recognized. 
All United States consuls were 
directed to forward rare plants 
and seeds 
to Washington. 
Under Adams, too. a botanical 
garden was set up and. in 1825, 
a committee on agriculture was 
established The House had had 
such a 
committee for five 
years. 
But even so, progress was 
slow 
A significant develop 
ment 
began 
in 
1836. 
when 
Henry L 
Ellsworth, the U.S. 
Commissioner of Patents, be­ 
gan to distribute seeds from 
abroad to enterprising farmers. 
Three years later. Ellsworth 
wheedled Sl.ouu out of Con­ 
gress 
The solons earmarked 
the appropriations for collect- 
mg agricultural 
statistics, 
conducting agricultural m 
vestigations 
and distributing 
seeds 
W IT H 
T H E 
money, Ells­ 
worth set up an Agricultural 
Division of the Patent Office In 
the years that followed, money 


was appropriated irregularly 
for the work he had begun, but 
Ellsworth's personal 
interest 
and zeal kept the project going 
In one year alone, over 30,000 
packages ot seed were given 
away. 
In 
1842, 
Ellsworth 
oversaw the publication of the 
agricultural statistics collected 
as part ot a ten-year census, 
and also published a report of 
crop conditions 
From 1847 on. Congress made 
annual appropriations for this 
kind of work, which was still 
conducted out ot the Patent 
Office. In 1854, * harles Mason. 
Ellsworth s successor, hired a 
chemist, a 
botanist and an 
entomologist to conduct expert 
ments The budget that year 
was 191,000. Two years later, a 
liveacre garden was obtained 
and 
investigations 
in 
the 
cultivation of sorghum and tea 
were begun. 
FIN A LLY , m 1862, a bill ere 
ating the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture was signed 
into law by President Abraham 
Lincoln Isaac Newton, chief of 
the Patent Office’s agricultural 
division, was the first commis 
sioner of agriculture 
With 
Newton began the organization 
which was to become a potent 
force in what was already be­ 
coming the most productive 
agricultural community the 
world had ever seen.

Putting the Past in Perspective 


A Story of Christmas Morning

"horse manure!" and stagger 
from the hall». The notion that 
the innocence of Mr. Nixon 
could he established by proving 
the guilt ol Messrs. Kennedy 
and Johnson struck me as non­ 
sense This was what my broth 
er George F Will ridiculed as 
the defense ol 
so’s-your-old - 
man. 
Nothing has come along to 
change my mind Except for a 
few months in the fall of 1972. 
when Woodward and Bernstein 
of the Washington Post were 
doing their brilliant job. the 
role of the press was largely re 
portorial Starting early in 1973, 
the courts and Congress took 
the lead in the hounding process 
and the press was merely part 
the pack 
On the second

Well, we 
know now that Lyndon Johnson 
bugged his 1964 opposition in 
every conceivable way; hut 
Johnson s break-and-enter art­ 
ists never got caught We know 
now that Franklin D. Roosevelt 
hir^d the F B I to make dossiers 
on his political foes: hut FDR's 
men never got caught.

structure," Humphrey said. 
“ He must be in much closer 
contact with management and 
labor than have previous ad­ 
ministrations. We need eco­ 
nomic cooperation, not con­ 
frontation The President must 
bring all segments into the 
White House and talk w ith them 
to evolve an incomes policy: 
The 
President 
must 
mould 
' policy, not stand off and be a 
referee.” 
On energy policy, Humphrey 
believes both President Ford 
and Congress have avoided the 
hard decisions which must be 
taken. "In his tirsuyear, the 
new President is going to have 
to have a strong energy;policy, 
and tight for it.” he said. 
In foreign attars. Humphrey 
believes 
"we nave oversold 
ourselves on the value of de­ 
tente with Russia.” He charac­ 
terizes the Sov iets as “ restless" 
and as a regime which has not 
given up its basic ideological 
struggle with the West. 
"I am not a Russian baiter, 
but I do believe we have got t* 
be very, very careful in our 
dealings with them.” he said 
Detente has had the desirable 
effect of cooling rhetoric be­ 
tween the two superpowers, 
and should mainly be regarded 
as setting a framework for fur­ 
ther negotiations, according to 
Humphrey

$1.09 from recent levels 
Zar6 said this rollback, plus 
removal of 
the import

would theoretically allow price 
reductions of about 2.5 to 3 
cents per gallon on consumer 
petroleum products.

Pain associated 
with brain tumor

DEAR DR 
LAMB - In 
your column not too long ago 
you wrote to a woman whose 
son thought he could have a 
brain tumor because of his 
headaches. 
Don’t recall just how you 
worded it. but the way I read 
it you gave the impression 
that a brain tumor wasn't all 
that painful 
When did you 
have one. doctor? I happen to 
have one and can tell you that 
it is the worst pam one can im­ 
agine. My head hurts so that I 
get an upset stomach 
DEAR R E A D E R - You 
misinterpreted my comments. 
The point was not that 
headaches from brain tumors 
are not very painful The point 
was that you can have a brain 
tumor with a headache that is 
not very painful. 
Most people think all brain 
tumors c r e a te severe 
headaches, and indeed they 
can, as in your case. But, 
most people don't realize that 
some brain tumors are 
associated 
with 
relatively 
mild headaches, which can be 
relieved with aspirin and are 
often intermittent. 
That shouldn't be too sur­ 
prising since you can have a 
brain tumor without any 
headac he at all Tumors in the 
front of the brain may cause 
no symptoms at first other 
than a change in personality. 
The symptoms of brain 
tumor are highly variable and 
depend entirely on their loca­ 
tion and size. 
1 hope you do well now that 
your surgery is over, which 
you mentioned in the rest of 
your letter

DEAR DR LAMB - Recent- 
ly I had open heart surgery, 
and my question relates to 
rheumatic fever Never being 
sic k and having many physical 
examinations in my 57 years 
of living, the doctor thinks my 
cause of infection of the aortic 
heart valve was caused by 
rheumatic fever Is there any 
wav a person can tell if they 
have or have had rheumatic 
fever? 
D E A R 
R E A D E R 
Rheumatic fever is a com­ 
plication of a streptococcal in­ 
fection A person usually has 
so many sore throats in his 
lifetime that it is almost im­ 
possible to be sure one wasn't 
caused by strep 
The strep infection can and 
usually does occur during 
childhood. It may be mild and 
go unnoticed or more severe. 
Rheumatic fever may follow 
as a complication It may also 
be mild or severe, associated 
with immediate involvement 
of the heart and even red. hot. 
swollen joints. If it is mild it 
may go unnoticed and run its 
course without anyone know­ 
ing the child is sick 
Even if the attack was mild, 
it may involve the heart and 
slowly over the years cause 
changes in one or more of the 
heart valves. The damaged 
heart valve may continue to 
show 
progressive changes 
years later and finally be so 
defective that surgery 
becomes advisable in some 
cases. 
The doctor can get a pretty 
good idea from the looks of 
the valve and studies with a 
microscope what cause the 
[ 
valve damage. 
Given these circumstances, 
it is not uncommon for an 
adult to have heart valve 
damage from rheumatic fever 
and still have no clear history 
" 
of any rheumatic fever in 
“ 
previous years.
